teriorated. His service on Satur- 
day, as good as it haa ever been and 
singularly free from. double faults, 
remained the spear-head of his 
attack. His ground shots, once 
his cye was trained to the dismal 
light, had ample “speed and 
astonishingly fine Jength. He 
missed a few casy volleys—not 
enough to hearten his opponent, 
nor to discount the achievement of 
many difficult ones. Overhead he 
was devastating.
